GERMANY SENDS ULTIMATUM. 
roops Have Crossed Frontier to Aid Belgians 


BELGIANS MOW DOWN GERMAN INVADERS

MRS. WOODROW WILSON 
AT THE POINT OF DEATH 


Four Months of Almost Un- 
broken Illness Has Sapped 
Vitality of First Lady of 
and. 


HOPE FOR HER RECOVERY 
HAS ALMOST VANISHED 


Conscious Only at Inter- 
vals, She Has Called Con- 
stantly for President, and 
He Has Done His Work at 
Her Bedside. 


Washington, August 6.—At 3 a. mM. 
no change had been reported in Mrs. 
Wilson’s condition. A short time be- 
fore that hour she was said to be 


resting quietly. 


Washington, August 5.—Mrs. Wood- 
row Wilson, wife of the president of 
the United States, tonight lies at the 


point of death. 

Four months of almost unbroken ill- 
ness. a complication of nervous ail- 
ments and Bright's disease, have sap- 
ped the vitality of the first lady of the 
land. The end is regarded as a mat- 
ter of days, perhaps hours. Her hus- 
band and three daughters are at her 
bedside and relatives have been sum- 
moned. Physicians have been in con- 
sultation for days, but it was admitted 
at the white house tonight that hope 
for her recovery had almost vanished. 

Called Constantly for Husband. 

Conseious only at intervals, Mrs. Wil- 
son has been cheerful and has called 
constantly for her husband. Every spare 
moment that could be spared from ur- 
gent official duties have been devoted 
by the president to his wife. At the 
side of his constant helpmate and ad- 
visor, he wrote the tender of good 
offices appealing to the European mon- 
archs to stay their conflict. From the 
sick room he has been giving direc- 
tions to the various department heads 
for the relief of thousands of Ameri- 
cans stranded abroad. The press of do- 
mestic legislation, the European war 
and Mexican situation, and the flurry 
over financial conditions throughout 
the eountry have weighed heavily on 
the president as he has maintained his 
day and night vigil. 

For several days it has been known 
to those in closest touch at the white 
house that Mrs. Wilson was gravely ill 
and that hope for her recovery was 
slight. The president himself has 
clung desperately to the hope that she 
might survive the crisis, but her frail 
constitution, drained by months of 
never-ending illness, has been unable 
to withstand the battle. 

InjuregALast March. 

One day last March Mrs. Wilson 
slipped on a rug at the white house, in- 
juring her spine. An operation was 
necessary. After weeks of convales- 
ence she finally rose from her bed, but 
the burden of a winter’s activity at the 
white house, together with charity 
work in the slums of the city, brought 
on nervous prostration. She was well 
enough to attend the wedding of her 
second daughter, now Mrs. William G. 
McAdoo, bv { her recuperative powers 
were not las Stornach trouble add- 
ed to her nervous ¥ilment and Bright's 
disease developed. 

Three weeks ago $§he seemed to rally 
and was well enougA to walk, support- 
ed by a nurse, in the white house 
grounds. She watched with sat!isfac- 
tion as gardeners laid out the last of 
the Italian gardens which she had

REBEL ARMY TO ENTER

Hostilities Have Been Sus- 
pended, and It Is Expected 
That a General Amnesty 
‘Will Soon Be Declared. 


Mexico, August 5.—Peace for Mexico 
City at least seems a certainty. The 
council of war, consisting of 112 gen- 
erals, decided tonight upon the uncon- 
ditional surrender of the city to the 
constitutionalists.

Mexico City, August 5.—Provisional 
President Carbajal and General Venus- 
tiano Carranza, head of the constitu- 
tionalist movement, today reached a 
full agreement coficerning the turning 
over of the government to the consti- 
tutionalists. It is expected a general 
amnesty will be declared soon. Hostil- 
ities were suspended today. 

At the close of a conference between 
president Carbajal and General Velas- 
co, minister of war. today, the offi- 
cial announcement was made that Car- 
ranza would grant the president's re- 
quest concerning guarantees and that 
a peace pact probably would be rati- 
fied at a cabinet meeting soon. 

President Carbajal and General Ve- 
lasco discussed whether it would be 
better to turn over the capital to the 
constitutionalists unconditionally or re- 
sist their entry. In political circles 
it was declared General Velasco was 
for meeting Carranza’s demand to evat- 


uate the city. 
A proclamation by General Robies 
and: General Dominguez, personal rep- 
resentative of Carranza, was published 
in all the morning newspapers today 
and created a good impression. The 
document guaranteed the peaceful en- 
try of the conquering army.

Kaiser’s Advance 
Bloodily Checked 
By Belgian Forces 


|Several Thousand German Troops Dead and 


Wounded as Result of Their Violation of Bel- 
gian Neutrality—Two Regiments of Uhlans 
Decimated —Invited by Belgium, France 
Throws Troops Across Border—Germans 
Burned Villages and Shot Non-Combatants. 
Reported Great Britain Will Soon Throw an 


Army Into Belgium. 


London, August 6..—Germany has sent an 
ultimatum to Italy. This is not official, but is 
considered authentic. There have been rumors 
that Italy, owing to the strong antagonism 


existing between Austrians and Italians, was 


likely to break away from the triple alliance and 
declare herself on the side of England. 
The Telegraph in a late edition today says it 


is believed in diplomatic circles that Italy is on 


the eve of declaring war on Austria... Italy’s al- 
liance with Austria was never popular with Ita- 
lians.

Hull, England, August 5.—In anticipation of prob- 
able events the local police today issued notices stating 
that there may be “‘firing practice off Humber tomor- 
row,’’ and warning the inhabitants not to be alarmed 
bv it. 

Germany in pushing her advance through Belgium 
has met with strong opposition around Liege, where Bel- 
gian forces, according to official advices reaching Brus- 
sels, have repulsed the German army of the Meuse under 
General Von Emmich. 

The Germans are reported to have lost several thou- 
sand killed and wounded. 

Field Marshal Kitchener has been appointed secre- 
tary of state for war in the British cabinet and will have 
under his direction the military campaign against Ger- 
many. 

French troops have joined the Belgians in opposing 
the progress of Germany through Belgium, and it is re- 
ported that possibly Great Britain may send reinforce- 
ments. 

The president of the United States has proffered his 
services as mediator to the European nations at war. 

The German ambassador will leave England Thurs- 
day by dispatch boat. Both at St. Petersburg and Berlin

Several [housand Dead Germans 
Around the Forts of Belgium 


Brussels, via Paris, August 6.—(1:38 a. m.)—Several thousand 
dead and wounded is the toll paid by the German army .of the 
Meuse for its attack on Liege. The Belgians made a heroic defense, 
repulsing the Germans after heavy and continuous fighting. 

The fortified position of Liege had to support off Wednesday 
the general shock of the German attack. 'The Belgian forts resisted 
the advance fiercely and did not suffer. One Belgian squadron at- 
tacked and drove back six German squadrons. 

Eight hundred wounded Germans are being transferred to the 
city of Liege, where they will be cared for. 

Prior to the attack on Liege, General Von Emmich, command- 
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ing the German army of the Meuse, issued a proclamation calling 
for an open road through Belgium for the advance of his forces and 
suggesting that prudence would show it to be the duty of the Bel- 


gian people to accede to this, to avoid the horrors of war. 


Germans Used Torch and Killed Citizens 


The Germans committed reprisals against the civil population 
of the town of Vise, eight miles northeast of Liege, burning the city 
and shooting many residents. 

King Albert has assumed command of the troops and has issued 
an inspiring proclamation to the army, in which he declares “the 
perfidy of a haughty neighbor demands that Belgium shall defend 
her honor and independence.” 

The king bids the Belgian soldiers remember the army’s glorious 


deeds of the past and show themselves worthy of the trust placed 


in them.

Washington, August 5.—Relief meas- 
ures for the 100,000 Americans in Eu- 
rope today were put into practical op- 
eration. 

President Wilson signed a bill pass- 
ed by congress appropriating $2,500,000 
for the assistance of Americans abroad. 
The gold will be taken from the sub- 
treasury in New York to the armored 
cruiser Tennessee, which sails tomor- 
row night for the principal ports of 
Europe to distribute It. 

Negotiations were begun for the 
chartering of several big Italian steam- 
ships, which, together with 39 American 
vessels ordinarily used in the coastwise 
trade, will provide facilities for as 
many thousands as care to come home. 

Representations were made by the 
United States to the German govern- 
ment to secure the release of thousands 
of Americans detained in Germany 
during the period of mobilization. As- 
surances have come that the mobiliza- 
tion will last only two days longer, and 
Americans then will be free to leave 

Ambassador Herrick cabled that the 
French government, on its own initia- 
tive, had agreed to deposit several 
millions in gold with Morgan, Haries & 
Co. to pay letters of credit and travel- 
ers’ checks. This, it is said, will re- 
lieve financial stress of Americans in 
France.

HOSTILE CRUISERS 


La Lorraine and the Lusi- 
tania Sail From New. York 
for France and for Great 
Britain. 


New York, August 5.—With bands 
playing and a tumult of cheering afloat 
and ashore, the French liner La Lor- 
raine set sail today for Havre, probably 
the last for some time of departing 
liners to fly the French flag. In cab- 
ins and steerage she carried nearly 
1,000 passengers, most of them French 
reservists bound for Paria. 

She and the Cunarder Lusitania were 
the only ships to leave today on a 
trans-Atlantic voyage. 

All other sailing of the French line, 
whose vessels ply between New York 
and Mediterranean ports, likewise have 
been cancelled except the Sant’ Anna, 
which *sail next Saturday. Several 
vessels reached New York from Euro- 
pean ports today. Taeir passengers 
told stirring tales of the fears of 
merchant ships at sea. 

“Aren't you afraid of being’ cap- 
tured?” someone asked Captain Maur- 
ras, of La Lorraine, a moment before 
sailing. 

“I Should Worry.” 

“I should worry,” replied the captain 
smiling and shrugging his shoulders. 

The Cunard liner Lusitania passed 
out to sea at 1:55 o’clock this morning 
on what promised to be a record-break- 
ing trip to Liverpool. The German crul- 
sers Dresden, Karlsruhe and Strassburg 
are Known to be a short distance out. 
Two French cruisers, said to the 
Conde and the Descartes, are re- 
ported to be in the vicinity the 
east bound trans-Atlantic lane. 

While hoping to escape capture by 
the German cruisers by her speed, it 
was said the Lusitania’s captain had 
the assurance of British naval author- 
ities that he would be met off Fire is- 
land by the British cruisers Essex and 
Lancaster and convoyed by them as 
far as New Foundland, where, it was 
reported, British naval vessels would 
accompany the liner to the Irish coast. 
Captain Dow, before sailing, said that 
his vessel was in fine trim and that he 
expected to make 25 knots an hour all 
the way across. 

Among the 200 passengers were a 
large number of newspaper corres- 
pondents bound for the seene of war. 

More Sailings Cancelled, 

To the list of steamship lines which 
had cancelled their sailing from New 
York, four were added today. They 
were the [french line, with the excep- 
the Fabri line ex- 
cept Sant’ Anna, which will sail from 
her Bgooklyn pier Saturday afternoon 
with French reservists, in place of the 
Rochembau; the Uranium line, flying 
the British flaz and controlled by the 
Northern Railway company, 
and the Lamport and Holt line, operat- 
ing to Brazil and Argentine ports. 

One Uranium liner, the Campanello, 
left here July 30, carries 350,000 
bushels of wheat consigned to Ger- 
many.

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EUTRALITY PROBLEM 
OF GREAT MAGNITUDE 


United States Is Resolved to 
Treat Impartially All the 
Warring Powers. 


Washington, August 5.—The magni- 
tude of the problem of American neu- 
trality in the European war, what it 
may mean to future American interna- 
tional relations and how great its im- 
portance may prove to Americans at 
present, came sharply today to the 
attention of the administration. 

Instructions were telegraphed to 
every collector of customs throughout 
the country to see that the president's 
neutrality proclamation is observed to 
the letter and that vessels clearing 
from American ports make out the nec- 
essary papers. 

Tonight, to supplant this, orders were 
sent to the commander of every reve- 
rue cutter to assist the customs of- 
ficers to prevent violations of the proc- 
lamation. For the present the cutters’ 
officers and men will act in conjunction 
with the customs officials in port. If 
there are reports, however, of strange 
expeditions in the windings of the coast 
where there are no collectors, and if 
smuggling arms is attempted the cut- 
ters will be sent out on patrol duty 
to search the seas.

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Campaign Through Belgium 
Only Hope for the Germans 


Washington, August 5.—American 
army officers think in the campaign 
through Belgium lies Germany's only 
hope of marching her’ soldiers into 
France. Even allowing for the neces- 
sity of crushing the Belgian army, ex- 
perts here regard this as. the most 
feasible point of attack. 

For nearly forty years French en- 
gineers,jhave labored, Goncentrating for- 
tifications, including < great. revolving 
turrets like those of a dreadnaught, that 
virtually cover every mile of the fron- 
tier between France and Germany and 
south of Belgium. Army engineers 
believe these defenses are invulnera- 
ble except as against an army vastly 
outnumbering the French forces.

This ratio of effec- 
tive defensive and offensive power 
might be greatly reduced by systematic 
siege operations, but this would in-

The Commercial Cable com- 
pany, which operates the American 
end of this line, made the announce-~ 
ment of the cutting today and refused 
to accept messages for Germany. It 
was denied that the lines had been 
cut by British warships on this side 
of the Atlantic.

Charles H. Adams, second vice presi- 
dent of the Commercial Cable com- 
pany, said there was no trouble with 
the regular Commercial Cable com- 
pany’s lines, which run from New York 
to Nova Scotia and thence to points on 
the English coast.

There was some inquiry for the bet- 
ter knOwn stocks at prices a point or 
more over last Thursday’s quotations, 
but sales were moderate and trading 
limited to outside brokers. 

Money markets maintained their 
nominal tone of recent days. Some 
banks advanced loans from.6 to 8 per 
cent, but the former rate prevailed in 
most cases. Banks were loath to re- 
new expiring loans on the ground 
that the absence of trading made it 
unnecessary and that it was deemed 
best to strengthen reserves.

To appropriate $2,000 anp* 
chemicals and equipment to 
ture nitrogen-fixing bacter 
ayes 109, noes 37.

A FAR-REACHING MEASURE. 

We publish this morning a letter re 
ceived by Senator West in connection with 
the so-called Rayburn bill now before the 
senate. This bill as reported by the com- 
mittee if passed in its present shape means 
taking from the people of Georgia and every 
other southern state the right to govern their 
own affairs. It means,if the interstate com- 
merce commission at Washington is to say 
whether a railroad can extend its lines to 
agricultural, industrial or mining enter- 
prises in the south or in the state of Geor- 
gia, or if a small railroad is to be con- 
structed in this state, that before anything 
can be done the plan must be first sub- 
mitted to the interstate commerce commis- 
sion in Washington. Then the right to 
make the extension or build such railroad 
is left entirely to that body to say whether 
or not Georgia shall have the advantage of 
such development. Furthermore, the meas- 
ure provides that any securities that a rail- 
road may wish to issue in connection with 
the building of such railroad is left to the 
interstate commerce If that 
that body, loaded down as it now is, is ex- 
pected to go into all the details of such 
questions, taking an illustration the 
twelve months’ delay in its decision on the 
rate case, railroad enterprise in Georgia 
and other states will be held up until such 
time as an already overworked commission 
can come to a An unnecessary 
load will thus be placed on the shoulders 
of progress! 

It is rumored that certain eastern in- 
terests are desirous of passing the bill to 
take out of the hands of the state commis- 
sions all railroad matters and lodge with 
the interstate commerce commission all 
these powers, thus stopping development 
in their territory. It is all very well for 
New England, a completed territory, to de- 
sire this, but in the south, with our 
great undeveloped territory, should not vol- 
untarily consent to be held back by inter- 
ests which look jealously at the great 
strides our southern country has made in 
the last ten years.

The business enterprise of Georgia and 
other southern states should resent this in- 
terference with our development, and our 
senators and representatives in congress 
should see that this measure, if passed, 
should be in such shape as will not em- 
barrass or hamper the south in working 
out its destiny. 


It has been understood that the demo- 
cratic administration in Washington is not 
in sympathy with any plan which under- 
takes to say to the 1,400 railroads of the 
United States that “before you can make 
a move one way or another vou must come 
into Washington and ascertain whether you 
can do it or not.” 


A bill was originally submitted in the 
senate, drawn by Mr. Brandeis, which em- 
bodies provisions which would allow the 
interstate commerce commission to regu- 
late or supervise the expenditures made 
by the railroads, but allowing the railroads 
to go ahead with their work without the 
delays which would be caused by the bill as 
reported by the senate committee. The 
Brandeis bill lays out certain rules under 
which railroads may spend their money and 
extend their lines, but if expenditures are 
to be made, such as have been made by the 
New Haven in trying to monopolize terri- 
tory, in buying trolley lines, boat lines, 
building hotels and using the railroads’ 
money in other than legitimate railroad 
work or development, then all such expen- 
ditures on the part of railroads must be 
submitted to the interstate commerce com- 
mission for approval before anything is 
done. No one can object to this method, 
but there is very substantial ground for 
objection to any plan which demands that 
the ordinary business questions involved in 
éxtensions and the sale of securities must 
be first submitted to the interstate com- 
merce commission before extensions can 


_ 


be made or securities with which to make 
such extensions may be sold. 

Let the railroads go ahead with their 
work in developing the southern territory; 
let them report all their acts under such 
regulations as the government may pre- 
scribe, but it is unwise to require a rail- 
road before it can move at all to obtain 
the sanction of an already overworked in- 
terstate commerce commission. 

No wonder some of the members of the 
interstate commerce commission are op- 
posed to any measure which would load 
upon them such herculean work. 

The exchanges and business men of the 
south should, before it is too late, look into 
this legisiation and see to it that no drastic 
provision is allowed to set back the tide 
of southern development. 


THE SILVER LINING. 


Postmaster Bolling Jones, in an inter- 
esting communication to The Constitution 
published elsewhere, takes the same posi- 
tion as that expressed in The Consiitution 
Tuesday morning—that, after all, the Euro- 
pean war, which is now on, may work out 
for the welfare of the United States, and 
especially for the southern part of this 
country. 

Of course, the first shock of the war 
will bring about temporary depression, but 
already there are signs that the worst is 
over in this respect, and that this country 
will very promptly adjust itself to existing 
conditions. 

The shutting down of European cotton 
mills will in the long run simply mean 
greater opportunity for the cotton mills of 
this country. The world must have cotton 
goods, and if the European supply is cut 
off, the mills of this country must supply 
the demand. 

All of which means that in the long 
run the American mills will take up the 
temporary sag in the price of cotton by 
the increased production which the world 
will exact from them. 

After all, every cloud has its silver lin- 
ing, and this is true of the European war- 
cloud, just as it is of every other. 


HOLD DOWN EXPENSES. 


Just a word to the general assembly 
now engaged in the consideration of the 
appropriation Dill. 

You have done nobly, gentlemen, in put- 
ting on the statute books the most bene- 
ficial single piece of legislation enacted in 
Georgia since the civil war—the tax equal- 
ization act. 

Tax equalization and economy go hand 
in hand. 

You have but one more week to sit. Do 
not mar your good work on tax equaliza- 
tion by undertaking new construction work 
of any kind until the state treasury is able 
to meet the bills. Maintenance of existing 
institutions is all right. They must be 
maintained and they should be maintained 
liberally. Every department of the state’s 
activities, especially that which is fighting 
for the preservation of the state’s agri- 
cultural welfare, should be, and will 
doubt be, liberally supported. 

But now is not the time to undertake 
new ventures or to engage in new construc- 
tion of any kind. 

Let's wait until we see what the state 
will have in hand before endeavoring to 
expand to meet the requirements which 
everybody admits must be met in time— 
but now is not the time!

ENGLAND’S PLUNGE HELPS US. 

In many respects the best thing that 
could have happened for this country, under 
present conditions in Europe, is the war 
declaration of England. 

In the first place, the fact that Eng- 
land, Russia and France are making com- 
mon cause will have a tendency to termi- 
nate the strife more quickly than could 
have been hoped for otherwise. 

England and France are both abreast 
of the Atlantic, with ships ranging its wa- 
ters from shore to shore, and this will 
mean a better guarantee for trans-Atlantic 
merchantmen, for in all probability Eng- 
land and France together will be strong 
enough to so police the Atlantic as to in- 
sure the safe transit of their own mer- 
chantmen, which will go far towards re- 
lieving the threatened congestion of trade 
the world over. 

In other words, with France and Eng- 
land to protect their merchant interests at 
sea; with Italy and Spain neutral, we have 
every country on the Atlantic front of 
Europe, and every important country on 
the Mediterranean, interested in keeping 
the way open. : 

There is a sudden shock now, of course, 
but there is ground for the optimistic view 
that matters will soon adjust themselves to 
a condition guaranteeing reasonably safe 
transit. 

That is the chief stake before this coun- 
try now. Cotton has not begun to move 
actively yet, and will not for at least some 
days. By that time, with our own mer- 
chantmen, and with English and French 
ports open, and the Atlantic a safe high- 
way for their merchantmen, our foreign 
trade should not be long interrupted. That 
is the hope, and doubtless will be the early 
outcome of the situation.

By Feature Rayburn Bill

Washington, August 56.—(Special.)—Con- 
siderable interest has been aroused here, 
especially from the south, over certain pro- 
visions of the Rayburn railroad securities 
bill. 

A letter received by Senator West, of 
Georgia, protests against the passage of the 
measure in its present shape, and ag it Is 
from a prominent southern business man, 
Senator West authorizes its publication as 
conveying the arguments against the passage 
of the bill in its present shape, though as 
the letter ig personal, he does not give the 
name of the writer. 

The Letter 

The letter is as follows: 

“July 27, 1914.—In view of pending legis- 
lation in the United States senate, which, If 
enacted, will seriously affect the southern 
country as well as all other growing sec- 
tions of this country, I feel it my duty to 
write you relative to the Rayburn railroad 
bill now before the senate as reported from 
the committee on interstate commerce. AS 
& southern man, born and raised in the south, 
I wish to see that country continue in its 
remarkable development, and I am _ deeply 
concerned in what affects the south and the 
southern people generally. 

“It would be most unfortunate for the 
southern country, today scarcely opened up 
to the possibilities of that territory, rich in 
resources, needing and seeking additional 
brains and money, yet astonishing the world 
with {its progress, to be halted by federal 
Statute, and that act to be passed by a demo- 
cratic senate. This act would require a 
railroad company, whether it be great or 
Small, to be subjected to the virtual man- 
agement, financial and otherwise, of the 
interstate commerce commission at Wash- 
ington, as to leave little for its officers to 
do but to obey the orders of that commils- 
sion. And indeed some of the members of 
the commission, I understand, have already 
Stated to congressional committees that they 
did not desire the far-reaching responsibili- 
ties which this bill seeks to impose upon 
them by federal act. 

“This bill, in effeet, 
terstate commerce commission 
ton the board of directors and management 
of the thirteen or fourteen hundred _rail- 
roads of the United States What a stupén- 
dous undertaking by one body of men and 
created by federal statute! This act proposes 
to compel all the existing railroads and all 
contemplated roads to await an investigation 
by the Interstate commerce commission at 
Washington as to whether they should run 
railroad tracks into undeveloped agricul- 
tural territories; to proposed sites for indus- 
trial factories; to proposed sites where 
mines, be they coal, iron or otherwise, are 
to be opened, or for any purpose whatsoever, 
and then secure the consent to run such 
tracks or establish such railroads by 
securing the approval of this commission 
as to whether or not the railroad companies 
can issue their securities, bonds, stock or 
Other obligations for the purpose of raising 
money to make such extensions or to build 
such railroads. It makes no difference 
whether the state govergment or any state 
should sanction this endeavor on the part of 
a railroad company to. settle up territory 
within its border, whether it be for agricul- 
tural purposes or for industrial or mining 
purposes.

Is a railroad company to wait until the com- 
mission says it can sell something before it 
negotiates the sale, and if it has negotiated 
the sale, is there any knowledge on its part 
of when the commission is going to act, if 
at all? May not the commission take one 
year before it even investigates the necegsi- 
ties of the carrier? And may it not then 


its mind whether this is the security it ought 
to sell or ought not to sell? In the mean- 
time, what has become of the market for the 
sale and purchase of securities and what has 
become of the carrier? We are now having 
an object lesson in ‘delay by commission’ in 
the present 5 per cent rate increase asked 
by the fifty-three railroads. This is not a 
criticism of the commission, but an illustra- 
tion of what can happen with an already over- 
worked body of men when considering one 
element ih railroad affairs. What will hap- 
pen when it is required to pass on practically 


all elements in their affairs, and what will 
happen to the railroad and the communities 
they are trying to serve? 

An Illlustration. 


“Suppose you have an issue of notes ma- 
turing, say, $5,000,000; what have you to do? 
You cannot undertake to negotiate the sale 
of securities to fund the maturing obligation 
because you do not know whether you @&n 
ieasue such securities or not. In the mean- 
time, the day of maturity is drawing near. 
What limit of time does this bill put on the 
commission within which it is to act? It tells 
the carrier, before you do anything you have 
got to go to the commission. It does not tell 
the federal commission the time within 
which it is required to act. How, then, is @ 
carrier to finance itself? Anyone who has 
had experience in the sale of large amounts 
of securities and who has the interest of his 
corporation at heart, knows how anxiously 
he awaits a market to sell the securities of 
the company he represents. We all know 
that from day to day financial market con- 
ditions change. We may have sold an issue 
of bonds or stock last week which we could 
not sell this month. What is to prevent the 
interstate commerce commission form saying 
to the railroads upon application for leave 
to issue securities to fund issues of matur- 
ing notes or for other pressing purposes, we 
have not had time to look into this.’ There 
are some fourteen hundred railroads in the 
United States. Out of that number there are 
five hundred that have asked us to approve 
issues of securities and stock which they 
want to issue, Naturally, when financial 
markets are good, most railroads are en- 
deavoring to finance themselves and they 
will all come at once, or practically so, to 
the interstate commerce commission. A rail- 
road's notes, we will say, are maturing. 
What is in this law to make the commission 
say, ‘we will give you an answer by such 
a time.’ How can they say they will give 
that answer with the exhaustive investiga- 
tion they are required to make? It is im- 
possible to be done with the number of rail- 
roads and the mileage that the comnmission 
is compelled to deal with. 


Involving the Government. 


“Do not lose sight of the fact that while 
the bill contains a provision that ‘nothing 
herein shall be construed to imply any 
fuaranty or obligation as to such issued (of 
securities) on the part of the United States, 
the federal commission is bound to recognize 
the fact that in dealing with this subject 
there is, if not a legal obligation, certainly 
a moral obligation of the United States; the 
securities issued have the indorsement of the 
United States government through this com- 
mission established by act of congress The 
very nature of the investigation required by 
the act to be made upon which 1s to be 
based the approval of an issue of securities, 
subject to such Mmitations as may be pre- 
scribed by the commission, both as to issue 
and minimum price, certainly carries with it 
an implied indorsement of the commission. 
Nothing can be done by the commission until 
an investigation is had which, as above 
quoted, does not permit securities to be 
issued in the very language of the bill, ‘un- 
less and until and then only to the extent 
that upon application by the carrier and 
after investigation by the commission of the 
purposes and use of a proposed issue and 
the proceeds thereof.’ If this does not carry 
the guarantee of the commission, certainly 
it leaves full responsibility for the issuance 
of these securities upon that body. There- 
fore, with the knowledge on its part of the 
great responsibility heaped upon it, is it 
not perfectly natural and proper for it to 
give to the consideration of these subjects 
the time which, in the opinion of these men, 
if they are attending to their duties, is 
imposed upon them? This means months of 
delay, whereas one may be required to act 
within twenty-four hours. What is the rail- 
road to do when the notes mature? Where 
the stockholder in this transaction? The 
bondholder”? The shipper? What rallroad 
management under such conditions will feel 
disposed to go into the development of an 
undeveloped territory, when at every step 
money must be raised under such yvexations, 
delays. uncertainties and expense? Is it not 
obvious that no community desiring to get 
a railroad management to make some small 
extensfon or additional development will be 
able to persuade the railroad to take this 
trouble and to accomplish what is desired 
within any reasonable time, if at all? What 
knowledge has this federal commission of 
local conditions in the several states? What 
knowledge can it have, however earnest and 
sincere in its efforts it may be? It is all 
very well to say that experts can be employed, 
which the bill gives the right to employ, but 
how within the time within which it 1s 
essential that it shall be determined, is it 
possible for these people to know, no matter 
how expert they may be, the local conditions 
surrounding extensions or new railroads or 

ng up of a mine or the building of 

in a particular location which it ts 
essential for a railroad to reach? At present 
these matters are dealt with by state com- 
missions where thought to be desirable by 
the states. 

One State Settling Another’s Affairs. 

“This bill proposes to settle all matters 
in Washington after state commissions have 
been notified they can come to it and discuss 
them. That what this means. What 
becomes of the democratic principle of 
states’ rights in any such proposition ag |s 
before your body, or any other rights, In 
fact? Under the act, to make a railroad 
extension or improvement in Virginia you 
notify the commission of all the sotthern 
states in which the railroad runs. For 
stance, Florida asked to determine what 
Virginia wants, and Virginia what Florida 
wants. Is this democratic doctrine, or, in 
fact, it sound business doctrine? 

‘No railroad objects, or should abject, to 
any fair supervision of its operations, 
whether they be financial or otherwise. No 
railroad objects to reporting to the commis- 
sion just what it does and what securities it 
issues, nor does it object to a supervision by 
the federal commission to see whether 
not the proceeds have been properly applied 
to the purposes for which the _ securities 
were sold, nor should there be objection 
to regulations preventing abuses of the char- 
acter which have been criticized in connec- 
tion with the New Haven matter, designed 
to prevent a carrier from issuing securities 
or expending money to buy up trolley lines 
or to monopolize the railroad or water 
transportation of a given locality. But its it 
not sufficient in such cases to provide that 
securities should not be issued or money ex- 
pended for these purposes, and require full 
information to promptly furnished of 
what is done, imposing penalties for doing 
what is forbidden’ It is surely not neces- 
sary algo to provide that nothing shall be 
done until the specifie thing. has been first 
authorized by the commission in each case, 
in order to prevent forbidden things Deing 
done.

(4) no railroad should object also to filing 
with the commission statements of all se- 
curities issued as and when the same are 
issued, se that the commission may check up 
and find out whether or not they have been 
issued in violation of the requirements above 
set forth Hut every railroad and every com- 
munity served by a railroad should object to 
requiring that the difficult matter of dispos- 
ing of securities on the best market and on 
the best terms, should be held up and in- 
definitely delayed anda impeded by requiring 
that the terms of contracts between parties 
should not be determined by any general 
rule, but should be determined by a thira 
party, namely, an overworked federal com- 
mission,

ABSENT MEMBERS OF THE HOUSE 
MAY BE PROMPTLY ARRESTED 


With the whole of Europe involved in 
the biggest war the world has ever known, 
and with the financial interests of the United 
States—-particularly the southern cotton 
growing states—menaced, two hundred mem- 
bers Of the national house of representa- 
tives are absent from Washington, some of 
them campaigning! 

So serious is the situation regarded that 
Speaker Champ Clark has notfied all absent 
members that they must report’ at once or 
be subject to arrest. The following special 
dispatch to The New York Times explains 
the situation: 

Washington, August 3.—The more than 
two hundred absent members of the house 
were notified tonight that they must return 
to Washington at once or suffer the humili- 
ation of being brought here in the custody 
of a sergeant-at-arms. Both Speaker Clark, 
who delivered the admonition from the ros- 
trum, and Majority Leader Underwood, indi- 
cated that absenteeism while the European 
Situation Was threatening would not be 
tolerated. 

The speaker announced that owing to the 
imperative ne essity of having a quorum 
present at all time in this crisis, the absent 
members would be arrested and returned to 
their seats in the house by force if such 
drastic action should become Necessary to 
maintain a quorum. 

Mr. Underwood complimented the mem- 
bers who had remained in Washington 
throughout the summer in an endeavor to 
co-operate in the legislative work. 

“I do not think it safe under existing con- 
ditions to remain here without a quorum,” 
Said Mr. Underwood. “I have nothing but 
praise for those members who have stayed 
here during the hot weeks and who have 
answered roll call after roll call] and who 
have done the work. But I think the men 
Who have been absent for the last two 
months ought to be willing to come back 
here now and take their turn at the wheel. I 
hope the absentees will return to the house. 
[ appeal to the press of the country to 
#®pread this broadcast.” 

The speaker then explained that writs 
of arrest would have been issued for absent 
members last Saturday had it not been for 
the peculiar conditions at the time. 

“But the next time,” continued 
speaker, “unless some other member 
to have writs issued, the chair will suggest 
that some member make a motion for the 
issuance of writs, and members will be 
arrested and dragged in, and it will not do 
any member any good to be arrested—it will 
not add a bit to his renown.”

Chicago, August 5.—Despite the shock 
of Engiand having entered the war, 
and of having apparently forsaken 
plans to guarantee the safety of grain 
shipments intended for British ports, 
prices on the board of trade today de- 
veloped great strength.

SOUTHEASTERN FAIR

‘Recommends That the 1915 


Board Vote $75,000° Worth 
of Convict Labor. 


+ 

By action of the board of county 
commissioners Wednesday, the success 
of the proposed Southeastern fair at 
Lakewood in 1915, was assured, the 
board recommending to the board of 
1915 that $75,000 worth of convict la- 
bor be done in improving the grounds 
at Lakewood for the proposed fair. 

General council has passed a reso- 
lution recommending to the council of 
1915 that $75,000 in cash be_appropri- 
ated to the erection of fair buildings at 
Lakewood, and the chamber of com- 
merce has agreed to raise a like amount, 
and has underwritten a citizens sub- 
scription for ‘$75,000. 

This joint action of the three bodies 
will practically assure the Lakewood 
fair proposition, giving $150,000 in 
cash, and $75,000 convict labor on im- 
proving the proposed fair grounds. The 
county work will be used in paving 
driveways and beautifying the park. 

The board formally designated the 
new $1,500,000 structure as the Fulton 
County Courthouse. It is expected that 
by September all of the courts will be 
Operating in the new building. 

It was announced at the meeting that 
the new home for incorrigible women, 
to be located on the present alms house 
property, would be open for occupancy 
by August 18. 

The board voted to appropriate $150 
monthly, to be paid to the Atlanta Anti- 
Tuberculosis society, for carrying on 
the work of caring for victims of the 
white plague.

Running at High Speed. 

According to reports received 
both the motor car and the train 
running at a high rate of speed when 
they met at Tipton Ford, a small sid- 
ing. With the collision came the explo- 
sion of the gasoline reservoir of the 
motor car, setting both the motor car 
and the train afire. Every person in 
the motor car was killed, it is sald. 

The injured, pinned beneath the 
wreckage, begged piteously to be re- 
leased as the fire attacked them, but 
the fire, quickly spreading, made it 
impossible for the uninjured to assist 
them. 

The motor car was shoved back 300 
vards by the train and was left sus- 
pended over the locomotive. 

None of the passengers on the train 
was Killed, although the engineer and 
fireman were injured. The passengers 
were thrown on the floor of the motor 
Car and imprisoned by the seats, 
which were overturned. 

Saved Pinitoned Persons. 

J. J. Lauderback, of Joplin, Mo. a 
passenger on the train, crawled 
through a window and saved nine per- 
sons pinioned under seats in the train. 
A woman whom he dragged through a 
window fought with him to be allowed 
to return to her child, which was 
caught under the wreckage. 

Because of the rapid spread of the 
flames the number of the dead was 
not Known hours after the accident. 
some reports said it would reach sixty. 

The motor crew is said to have had 
orders to pass the northbound pas- 
senger train at Tipto# Ford. The 
train crew had similar orders. Instead 
of waiting for the train to pass, how- 
ever, the motor car is said to have pro- 
ceeded south, and upon reaching a 
curve a mile beyond the collision came. 
The motor car was in charge of En- 
gineman Herbert Ratcliff, of Eureka 
“prings, and Conductor S. A. Nicholas, 
of Harrison, Ark. Frank Bradley, of 
Fureka Springs, was the brakeman.

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WILLIAMS IS DISCUSTED 
WITH HS COLLEAGUES 


Senator Quits Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee Because 
of Its Attitude. 


peng August 5.—Senator John 
Sharp lliams today resigned as a 
member of the foreign relations com- 
mittee. He declared in a speech on the 
floor of the senate that he wished to 
sever his connections with the commit- 
tee because it had hesitated to support 
the administration’s policy as to media- 
tion and because of its “equally dis- 
gusting attitude” regarding the pur- 
chase of ships to carry cotton and other 
goods abroad. 


Trouble Over Mediation. 


Senator Williams was one of a mi- 
nority of the committee who today 
sought to have favorably reported Sen- 
ator McCumber’s resolution requesting 
the president to offer the good offices 
of this government to the warring fac- 
tions of Europe. Other members of the 
committee insisted that such action 
should be left entirely within the dis- 
cretion of the president. 

An unsuccessful attempt also was 
made today by Senator Williams to se- 
cure a favorable report on a bill intro- 
duced by him to provide for purchase 
by the government of ships of the bel- 
ligerent powers to keep moving the 
commerce of the United States during 
the war. A majority of the foreign re- 
lations committee apparently did not 
favor the measure, holding that such a 
step was unnecessary at this time, and 
it was referred to a subcommittee. 

Senator Stone, chairman of the com- 
mittse, protested that Senator Williams 
should not, under the rules, be per- 
mitted to criticise the action of his 
colleagues, and that the resignation 
could not be considered at this time. 


Not a Debatable Matter. 


The Mississippi senator retorted 
that his action was not a debatable 
matter. 

Senator Smoot made a point that the 
trade commission bill was beforga the 
senate and the resignation could not 
be taken up. , 

“IT cannot stultify myself lenges by 
service on the committee, and have 
a right to resign,” insisted Senator 
Williams. 

Vice President Marshall ruled against 
consideration *of the resignation, and 
on an appeal was almost unanimously 
upheld by the senate. For years Sena- 
tor Williams has been an ardent advo-

She has been particularly active 
since coming to Washington in better- 
ing conditions in the slums and secur- 
ing an improvement in alley condi- 
tions. 

Throughout the administration of 
her husband she has taken the same 
keen interest in his work as she did 
4n previous years when he was gvuver- 
nor of New Jersey and president of 
Princeton. She lends her counsel and 
advice on many a weighty subject of 
state. 

Story of Heartrending (Grief. 

Miss Helen Woodrow Bones, the 
president’s cousin, who has been living 
in the Wilson household for the last 
two years and has been devoting her 
time as personal secretary to Mrs. 
Wilson, also broke down recently and 
is very sick at present, though not 
gravely. She, too, is suffering from 
nervousness and the inner white house 
for weeks has held a story of heart- 
rending grief for the president of the 
United States and his daughters. 

Mrs. W. G. McAdoo, youngest daugh- 
ter of the president, has been in the 
city constantly and has been at the 
white house daily. Mrs. Francis 
Bowes Sayre, second daughter, and 
husband, arrived today from Cornish, 
N. H., and Miss Margaret Wilson, the 
eldest daughter, returned a few days 
ago.
